Tur news budget brought on by the 
last English mail is probably the ‘most 
lab thet has reached us for many 
years, and its interest is on this occnsion 
enhanced by tho anticipatory election 
telegrams, We have now the Renter's 
addresses of most of the prominent party 
leaders to assist us in arriving at some 
conclusion as to the completeness of the 
defeat of the Conservative Government; 
and the prophecies of the leading En- 
glish and Continental pea who sup- 
port Lord Beaconsfield are now read 
with feelings of puzzled astonishment at 
the miscaleulations of the future into 
which they fell. This surprise is some- 
what removed Wy a consideration of the 
part which hac bean played hy the mo- 
derate party—known at various times as 
Liberal-Conservatives, Independent Con- 
servatives, or Independent Liberals. I¢ 
is now clear that a large body of those 
electors, who never -lost thoir distrust of 
Lord Beaconsfield but lent rather to 
Lord Derby or even Lord Hartington, 
must have deserted the Conservative 
cause, and thus. brought about what is 
calied the entire revulsion of political 
feeling - throughout the constituencies, 
This view falls in with the great pains 
tuken with and the prominence given to 
Lord Hartington’s address, which is ad- 
mitted by all parties to bea most digni- 
fied and argumentative document, and 
is said to have been carefully considered 
at a mecting of the Liberal leaders, 
Before alluding to the various manifes- 
toes that were issued before the olections, 
it-may not be out of place: to remark 
bricfly upon the fear that has been freely 
expressed regarding the inability of the 
new Administration to carry on’ the 
Government without pandering to the 
extreme Irish party. The Pall Mail 
Gazette is, of course, very emphatic 
upon this point, although the. incorrect- 
ness of its prophecy regarding the result

Commissioner Cartwright, in his re-

While tho Australian colonies are 
following tho example of California in 
demanding that legislative médaures be 
adopted to restrict the immigration of 
Chinese, the attention of the Chinese 
authorities of this province was occupied 
during the months of May and June by 
an attempt to re-dpen the emigration of 
Chinese labourers to Peru, formerly 
carried on from Macao. Some time in

with the Peruvian Government to run 6 
line. of large steamers between Pern and 
China for the conveyance of mails, pas- 
eengers and cargo. The object of the 
Peruvian. Government in establishing 
|thia new line was to afford facilities for 
the importation of Chinese labour into 
Pera, where it wag urgently necded to 
develope the agricultural resources of the 
country, and more particularly for the 
cultivation of the Sugar fielda, HMeésars 
Olypbant & Co.'s'contract_ was to cover a 
period of five years, during which they 
were to receive an annual subsidy of 
$160,000 and certain concessions in 
connection with the sale of- what are. 
known es ‘Nitrates,’ In return, their 
steamors were to make 28 trips a year 
between China and Peiu, calling at the 
Sandwich Inlands—where Chiuese la- 
bour ‘is also required,—en route, and im- 
porting not leas than 500 .
